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Nursery fined £180,000 after toddler Tiya choked to death on a jelly cube 
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A nursery company with sites 
across Kingston and Merton has 
been fined £180,000 after a toddler 
choked to death on a jelly cube. 

Tiya Chauhan was just 22 
months old when she was briefly 
left unattended at the Dicky Birds 
Nursery branch in Wimbledon on 
August 23, 2012. 

During this time - estimated 
to be a maximum of 75 seconds 
- Tiya placed a jelly cube being 
used as part of a sensory activi¬ 
ty into her mouth and started to 
choke. 

She was found face down and 
unresponsive on the nursery floor 
by a member of staff and rushed 
to St George’s Hospital in Tooting, 
where she showed no signs of 
consciousness. 

On August 24, doctors said she 
had suffered intensive brain dam¬ 
age and that further treatment 


would be in vain. Her life support 
was stopped at 9.38pm, and Tiya 
died at 9.50pm. 

Tiya’s tearful parents, Chetan 
and Dipa Chauhan, pictured inset, 
were in Kingston Crown Court 
on Monday, March 21, to hear the 
ruling against Dicky Birds, along 
with several members of staff. 

The nursery had previously 
pleaded guilty to failing to ensure 
that Tiya was not exposed to the 
risk of choking on the jelly cube, 
and with failing to make a suita¬ 
ble and sufficient assessment of 
health and safety risks. 

In a victim impact statement 
read to the court, Mr Chauhan de¬ 
scribed waking Tiya up and dress¬ 
ing her before taking her to nurs¬ 
ery on the fateful day. 

His statement said: “That morn¬ 
ing she was fine. 

“I gave her a kiss and she went 
off straight away, playing with 
toys. She seemed happy. That was 
the last time I saw Tiya well. 

“We will always wonder wheth¬ 
er there was more that could have 
been done to prevent the tragic 


death of our baby daughter. 

“Tiya will be forever loved and 
missed in our family, and I hope 
no other family has to go through 
what we have been through in the 
last three years.” 

The court heard the hard cubes 
of jelly had been added to the sen¬ 
sory table without any assessment 
of possible risks by nursery man¬ 
ager Jacqueline Cruchfield. 

Tiya was one of six children 
who had been briefly left unsu¬ 
pervised in the room containing 
the sensory table during a period 
of “free flow”, when they were 
allowed to move at will between

different rooms. The 
nursery had 30 children 
in that day, with 11 mem- 1 
bers of staff on duty, ex¬ 
ceeding the required ratio 
of staff to children. 

Prosecutor Charles Cur¬ 
tis said Tiya’s death was “an 
incident that was waiting to 
happen.” 

Karen Wickett, a lecturer in 
early childhood studies, at 
Plymouth University, said in a 
report: “Raw jelly is an inappro¬ 
priate resource to put into an 
unsupervised activity for a child 
of 22 months, or any child under 
the age of five years.” 

Sentencing, Judge Peter Lod- 
der QC acknowledged good Of- 
sted ratings achieved by Dicky 
Birds, as well as their good re¬ 
lationships with Merton and 
Kingston councils and the work 
they do with children who have 
learning difficulties and those 
from deprived backgrounds. 

He also accepted changes had 
been put in place after Tiya’s 
death, including the removal 
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of all jelly and play 
dough, and the end¬ 
ing of the free flow 
activity 

Dicky Birds owner 
Rachel Berry said in a 
statement read to the court: 
“Tiya’s death has had a pro¬ 
found impact on me and the 
nursery staff. I can only be¬ 
gin to imagine the impact her 
loss has had on her family” 
Judge Lodder fined the 
company £270,000, which was 
reduced to £180,000 for an ear¬ 
ly guilty plea. It will also pay 
legal costs of £17,234.50. 

In a further statement, Mrs 
Berry said: “I am certain that 
we have done everything we 
can to minimise risks in our 
nurseries and I hope that 
other nurseries around the 
country have taken heed 
and learnt from this tragic 
accident.”

Zac Goldsmith forced to step down after voting to axe employment and support allowance 

Tory mayoral candidate ousted as 
charity patron after backing cuts 
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ZAC Goldsmith has been forced out 
as patron of a disability charity after 
he voted to cut benefits for disabled 
people by £1,500 a year. 

Richmond Advice and Information 
on Disability (Aid) asked the million¬ 
aire north Kingston MP and London 
mayoral candidate to resign, and it is 
understood he did so the same day. 

In a statement, Richmond Aid’s 
chief executive Lucy Byrne criti¬ 
cised both Mr Goldsmith and Twick¬ 
enham MP Tania Matthias for vot¬ 
ing in parliament to make the cuts, 
which she said would have a “severe 
and detrimental impact on the lives 
of disabled people”. 

She said: “It must be recognised 
that being a disabled person means 
higher general living expenses, for 
example to keep warm, to travel to 
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get to activities and to participate in 
the community and travel to medical 
appointments. 

“For people who are close to get¬ 
ting back to the workplace add to that 
the cost of taxis to interviews, smart 
clothes for work and internet access. 

“We believe this cut moves disa¬ 
bled people further away from the 
workplace and increases the social 
isolation of people who are already 
vulnerable and already experience 
barriers in getting employment. 

“We are shocked and disappointed 
to find that both our local MPs here 
in the borough of Richmond voted 
for this cut, one of whom is patron of 
our organisation. 

“Having voted for this brutal cut 
we believe that Zac Goldsmith’s posi¬ 
tion as patron is no longer tenable.” 

A Richmond Aid spokesman said 
the cuts were in “direct conflict” 
with the ethos of the charity and that 
it was “inappropriate” for Mr Gold¬ 
smith to remain affiliated. 

She said that Rich¬ 
mond Aid would still 
work with Mr Gold¬ 
smith as the local MP 
to help clients receive 
the correct benefits. 

The vote for cuts to 
the employment and 
support allowance 
(ESA) was carried de¬ 
spite two rebellions 
in the House of Lords 
and warnings from 
charities that it would 
become more difficult 
for disabled people to

get into work. 

Zac Goldsmith has been contacted 
for comment. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP James 
Berry defended his own decision to 
back the cuts. 

He said: “The Conservative mani¬ 
festo on which the government and I 
were elected was clear that we would 
balance the books and that to do so 


the economy required £30 billion. 

“This was to be achieved by from 
£13 billion in departmental savings, 
£12 billion in welfare savings and £5 
billion from tackling tax evasion. 

“For all the criticism of the deci¬ 
sion to cut funding in the work-relat¬ 
ed activity group, I have not received 
suggestions of alternative welfare 
savings that could be made.” 


Hospice cashes in as gold club closes 


A GOLF club has donated more 
than £3,000 to charity after it 
was forced to disband due to 
the closure of Chess ington Gold 
Centre. 

Former Chessington Golf 
Club captain Patrick Marsh pre¬ 
sented a cheque for £3,217 to St 
Raphael’s Hospice, having emp¬ 
tied the club’s accounts after 
it disbanded in November last 
year. 

Mr Marsh said: “It’s a chari¬ 
ty that I knew going back in the 
family for many, many years.I 
just know the hospice move¬ 
ment does a lot of good work.” 


The club and its 25 members 
were left without a home after 
the sale of Chessington Golf 
Centre to real estate develop¬ 
er Affinity Global last year. 
Concept drawings have been 
released displaying plans for a 
football stadium to be built on 
the site to become Kingstonian’s 
home ground, alongside a 25m 
swimming pool and homes. 

Mr Marsh said: “It was a 
great surprise, there were no 
murmurings at all. It’s some¬ 
thing we have to accept. They 
were very disappointed; it’s 
been very difficult.”

It 
was like someone had put a 
brick on the top of her eye it 
was that big. 

“I said to her, ‘Do you want

me to take you home?’ and 
she said, ‘If you don’t mind,’ 
so I put her bike in the car 
and drove her home.” 

Mr Higgins has worked 
for Alliance Healthcare UK 
at the Chessington Service 
Centre for 20 years. 

The cyclist, who did not 


want to be named, later 
went to the hospital with 
her daughter. After his shift 
Mr Higgins dropped in at 
her home in Chessington to 
see how she was doing. 

He said he thought she 
had gone over her handle¬ 
bars and hit the curb. 


He added: “I think it was 
a pothole. There were cars 
passing her but no one 
stopped.” 

The woman said: “I was 
quite shaken by the accident 
and in a bad way. It was quite 
fortuitous that Chris was 
proficient in administering 
first aid. 

“Chris is a brilliant guy 
and it was incredibly kind 
of him to take me home and 
even check in on me later 
that day. 

“I am very appreciative for 
everything Chris did for me. 
He is a local hero and real 
star.” 

Kevin Harmer, service 
centre manager, said: “It 
was very heart-warming to 
receive a phone call from a 
member of the public who 
was truly grateful for the as¬ 
sistance provided by one of 
our drivers.

KINGSTON and Richmond 
pharmacists say government 
cuts to their services will put 
increased pressures on the 
borough’s GPs and have gone 
to MP James Berry to voice 
their concerns. 

The Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond Local Pharmaceutical 
Committee (KRLPC) is bat¬ 
tling against proposals sug¬ 
gested by the government in 
December, which are now un¬ 
der public consultation. 

They include a £170 million 
reduction in funding for com¬ 
munity pharmacy in 2016-17, 
which could result in the 
closure of 3,000 pharmacies 
nationally and a drive toward 
dispensing medicine online. 

Mr Berry met with KRLPC 
members on March 11. 

In a letter to Alistair Burt, 
minister of state for com¬ 
munity and social care, he 
wrote: “The consultation has 
caused consternation among 
community pharmacists lo¬ 
cally because it does not ap¬ 
pear to take account of the 
background to community 
pharmacy. 

“One thing that stuck me 
was just how much preventa¬ 
tive work they do, including 
a number of checks people 
would ordinarily need to go 
to the GP for. 

“It would be very disap¬ 
pointing if this valuable 
work was lost, putting extra 
pressure on GP surgeries.” 


A squirrel stole my sirloin, 
claims university student

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SQUIRRELS, maggots, mush¬ 
room and silverfish infesta¬ 
tions are plaguing a Kingston 
University accommodation 
site, according to students. 

Students who live in the 
Clayhill building in Burney 
Avenue claim that squirrels 
are regularly invading flats 
to steal food, and that this 
week some residents were 
evacuated for fumigation to 
take place after months of 
complaining about silverfish. 

Renting one of the 700 
rooms at the campus next to 
the Seething Wells building 
costs £133.75 a week, and stu¬ 
dents have complained they 
are having to remove severe 
mould themselves. 

Eric Brain, 19, a first year 
journalism student who lives 
in Clayhill said: “Mould is 
something I’ve spent a lot of 
money dealing with. People 
have come back from holiday 
and found mushrooms grow¬ 
ing out of their skirting. The 


university won’t deal with 
anything unless it’s a fire 
hazard. 

“If you have a window 
open when you’re cooking 
and leave the room for a sec¬ 
ond a squirrel will come in 
and try and take your food. 

“Recently one got in and 
took a steak I was cooking. 
When I came back in the 
kitchen everything was all 
over the floor.” 

Mr Brain also claimed the 
university is uninterested in 
the complaints because most 


of the residents are freshers 
and will move into private 
accommodation at the end of 
the academic year. 

He said: “I’m going home in 
May and move into a private 
house for my second year. 

“I’ve sort of stopped com¬ 
plaining because I’m not go¬ 
ing to be here much longer.” 

Hannah McBain, 24, lived 
in Clayhill during her first 
year at Kingston University 
four years ago and said that 
the problems existed then. 

She said: “Silverfish were 


everywhere. Because they 
don’t like light when you 
walk into a room and switch 
the light on you see hundreds 
of them scatter. 

“There was quite a lot of 
mould when I was there too.” 

A Kingston University 
spokeswoman said it does not 
keep a record of the numbers 
of complaints received. 

She said: “The university 
takes the comfort, health and 
safety of its students very se¬ 
riously 

“The university’s halls 
of residence are located in 
green areas close to wildlife. 

“For this reason we ask 
students to bag rubbish 
carefully, keep bin areas and 
kitchens clean, ensure food is 
locked in cupboards and that 
windows are kept closed. 

“In the past there have 
been occasions when stu¬ 
dents have notified hall man¬ 
agement of problems with 
mildew. 

“Silverfish are found from 
time to time in Kingston’s 
halls of residence. 

“When they are reported, 
they are dealt with quickly 
by a pest control company”

A KINGSTON campaigner 
dubbed London’s “greenest fire¬ 
fighter” has been recognised for 
his long service after a 20-year 
stint fighting the flames. 

Simon Jakeman, 43, of Som¬ 
erset Avenue, Chessington, was 
given the award, accompanied 
by his wife Karen, 40, by London 
Fire Brigade chief officer Ron 
Dobson at a ceremony in City 
Hall on Thursday, March 10. 

He said: “It was just a real hon¬ 
our to receive the medal. They 
had a function on the top floor af¬ 
terwards, the views over London 
from the tower were brilliant. I 
just want to thank my wife, she’s 
been there for everything.” 

During his 20 years of service, 
which also included a spell in 
Surrey, Mr Jakeman has become 
a renowned name across King¬ 
ston for his devoted campaign¬ 
ing on environmental issues. 

He has travelled the country 
as London’s Super Green Cham¬ 
pion, works as a community ad¬ 
viser in the south of the borough 


and for the Kingston Biodiversi¬ 
ty Network, among others, and 
has gained a reputation as Lon¬ 
don’s greenest firefighter. 

He said that his passion for en¬ 
vironmentalism can be traced to 
his youth, and his years serving 
as a firefighter have only fuelled 
his desire to help save the world. 

He said: “My next door neigh¬ 
bour was a firefighter so I grew 
up with it. I just wanted to do my 


bit and help people out. I’ve al¬ 
ways played and worked outside.

AN IRANIAN father-of-four 
claimed the astronomical 
cost of living in Kingston 
turned him to drug dealing, 
as he was sentenced to a year 
in prison for supplying can¬ 
nabis. 

Ali Sahami, 37, was ar¬ 
rested with 24 bags of skunk 
cannabis in Hawks Road af¬ 
ter a resident reported a sus¬ 
picious car in the street on 
February 2 last year. 

When police searched his 
home in Sussex Place they 
found almost £ 10,000 in cash 
stashed in a shoe box and in 
a safe in his kitchen, King¬ 
ston Crown Court heard on 
Wednesday 

While on bail for the of¬ 
fence, Sahami was again 
caught with a quantity of 
cannabis and arrested for 
possession with intent to 
supply in October. 

Sahami, who has since 
moved to Bolton with his 
family and has no previous 


convictions, claimed it was 
the cost of living that forced 
him into a life of crime. 

He came to the UK from 
Iran in 1999 and lived in Do¬ 
ver for more than 10 years 
before then moving to New 
Malden. 

Defence counsel William 
Paynter said: “He has de¬ 
scribed it as a big mistake. 

“His daughter was going 
to go to university in London 


and the family all decided to 
move. He found the cost of 
living in London very high, 
even compared to Dover also 
in the south east.” 

Explaining why Sahami 
was caught drug dealing a 
second time, Mr Paynter 
added: “It is an unfortunate 
feature of the case. 

“He is someone with very 
little connection with the 
criminal justice system. 


“While this was a mat¬ 
ter committed on bail he 
may not have understood as 
well as someone who was 
born and raised in Britain 
would.” 

While passing sentence 
Judge Georgina Kent said: 
“This is a serious set of of¬ 
fences. Cannabis is a drug 
capable of having very se¬ 
rious mental health conse¬ 
quences. 

“Drug dealing has a neg¬ 
ative and detrimental effect 
on society. 

“This case is a perfect ex¬ 
ample of that because it was 
a householder who saw you 
drug dealing. 

“Only an immediate cus¬ 
todial sentence can be justi¬ 
fied.” 

Sahami had pleaded guilty 
to two counts of possession 
of a class B drug with intent 
to supply and one count un¬ 
der the Proceeds of Crime 
Act on February 10 this year. 

He was given credit for his 
early guilty plea. 

Sahami was sentenced 
to 12 months in prison, of 
which he will serve six.

KINGSTON has welcomed its first fam¬ 
ily of Syrian refugees after a landlord 
offered them a home. 

The family, categorised as among 
“some of the most vulnerable displaced 
Syrians identified by the United Na¬ 
tions”, landed in the UK on Tuesday as 
part of the government’s vulnerable 
persons relocation scheme. 

Given the family’s vulnerability, 
Kingston Council has not released the 
identity of the family or landlord.

The senior strategic communi¬ 
cations manager had described 
one of his greatest successes as 
helping head off a near-run on 
the bank when a ratings agency 
mistakenly said Santander UK 
had been downgraded.

NSPCC. 

A Santander spokesman said 
it would not be appropriate for 
the bank to comment on Aker- 
man’s conviction “at this time”. 

Akerman admitted sexual as¬ 
sault at Lewes Crown Court on 
Friday, March 7, and was jailed 
for two years.

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Rail service funding announced in Osborne’s budget speech

CROSSRAIL 2 - a £27 billion rail 
service linking Kingston’s train 
stations to north London - has 
been given government approv¬ 
al. 

Funding for the rail service, 
which will connect Kingston, 
New Malden, Chessington South, 
and Surbiton to Tottenham Vale 
via an underground tunnel, was 
announced as part of Chancel¬ 
lor George Osbourne’s budget 
speech on Wednesday. 

Now that the scheme has been 
approved, minsters are hoping 
the train line could be built by 
2030. 

Kingston MP James Berry 
said: “It’s not a luxury, it’s abso¬ 
lutely vital. Kingston stands to 
benefit more from it than any 
other borough. It’s a massive step 
in the right direction.” 

The announcement comes af¬ 
ter an independent body, set up 
by George Osborne last year, ap¬ 
proved the scheme last week and 
urged ministers to pursue build¬ 
ing the train line “as a priority”. 

The Chancellor said: “The

government that commissioned 
Crossrail 1 will now commission 
Crossrail 2 . Across Britain this 
budget invests in infrastruc¬ 
ture.” 

According to Transport for 
London, 200,000 homes and 
200,000 new jobs could be made 
available with the construction 
of the train line. 

But figures compiled by prop¬ 
erty website Zoopla show that 
house prices in some areas on the 
Crossrail 1 line rose by as much 


as 66 per cent since construction 
began on the project in 2009. 

Plans to drive the project 
through the heart of Wimbledon 
have caused uproar among resi¬ 
dents, who have campaigned for 
a re-think by planners. 

Lib Dem Teddington coun¬ 
cillor Stephen Knight said: 
“Everybody thinks it will be an 
absolutely essential piece of 
infrastructure to keep London 
moving. People will benefit from 
the increased services.”

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DIY tasks for Easter 


AS WE quickly moved through the 
alphabet with the good folk from the Met 
Office naming storm after winter storm, 
Easter could well be the first time that 
we can take a good look at our poor 
gale-battered homes and start thinking 
about undertaking some much needed 
maintenance. 



Clear your gutters 

Wind, ice and snow are the key factors 
behind a gutter cracking and pipes freez¬ 
ing or bursting. These problems can be 
avoided by getting on your ladder and 
clearing your gutters of debris which will 
allow any ice or melting snow to flow free. 
However, if you paid no attention to your 
gutters or pipes during the winter, it’s 
likely that the damage has already been 
done. In this case you can patch up any 
holes that have developed with roof ce¬ 
ment or strong metal coverings, saving 
you money on expensive repairs. 

Fill pavement cracks 

Freezing weather conditions can be very 
problematic for the state of your driveway 
and any pavement surrounding your 
home. Once a crack has developed, it 
can continue to expand if the weather 
conditions don’t improve so it’s important 
to fill the crack once you become aware 
of the damage with a pourable crack filler. 
Before you fill in the cracks, remember to 
clean out any debris with a long and nar¬ 
row tool such as a screwdriver. 

Repair or replace roof flashing 

Applying roof flashing is a DIY task that 
you must do before winter. By doing this 
you’re giving your roof the extra protec¬ 
tion it needs to stay in prime condition as 
the weather becomes more hazardous. If 
you don’t apply roof flashing then it leaves 
your roof prone to leaking, which can lead 
to damage to the interior of your home. 
Once winter is over, you may decide to 
keep it, especially as we are living in 
the UK where the weather is extremely 
unpredictable. Your job in spring will be 
to replace and repair roof flashing as they 
will begin to wear over the winter. 


Seal water-stained ceilings 

If your home suffered from a roof leak this 
winter, then it’s highly likely that a brown 
or yellow stain has been left around the 
crack in the ceiling. Most homeowners 
would think that a quick paint job is the 
perfect solution, but they would be wrong. 
Instead, it’s best to use a stain sealer 
on the mark before eventually repainting 
the ceiling, as this will mean that it won’t 
show through. If you don’t act quickly 
then it’s more than likely that you will have 
to perform a seal and paint job to the 
entire ceiling, as the stain will continue to 
expand. 

Repair rotted woodwork 

Bad weather can not only affect outdoor 
wooden fixtures, but indoor ones too. 
Wooden window sills in particularly can 
take an absolute battering from wind, rain 
or snow and can begin to crack or rot. To 
deal with cracked wood surfaces you can 
fill in the holes, but for rotted surfaces you 
will have to apply a liquid epoxy “consoli- 
dant” a few times before using a batch 
of it to mold the repairs. After using this 
“consolidant” to shape the repairs, one 
last paint job is needed for the surface to 
regain its prime condition. 

Clear debris from your garden 

Gardens are usually the biggest casualty 
of the winter season. As spring approach¬ 
es you will notice that your lawn is cov¬ 
ered with stones, leaves, broken branches 
and other nuisances. Your first job will be 
to remove all debris from your garden if 
you ever want it to look presentable again. 

Replace missing roof tiles 

Depending on the severity of the weather, 
there’s a possibility that you’re going to 



lose a few roof tiles. You will be aware if a tile or two 
are missing as your home is going to suffer from water 
damage if there is no waterproof under-felt protecting 
your ceiling. Refusing to replace missing tiles is only 
going to make interior damage a more frequent oc¬ 
currence. Replacement tiles are available at many tile 
specialist outlets. 

Clean patios and garden furniture 

A high pressure water jet or a garden brush and water 
will do the trick. Use an anti-moss treatment that will 
prevent regrowth of lichen, algae and fungus and you 
are ready to eat al fresco. 

Regrout bathroom tiles 

Chances are you’ve not had the bathroom window 
open in a while, encouraging bathroom mould to thrive 
in the hot humid atmosphere. A mixture of bleach, 
backing power applined with an old toothbrush, is 
a popular method for getting rid of black bathroom 
mould. While you are focusing on the bathroom you 
may want to clean limescale from taps and shower- 
heads, fixing leaking shower trays with filler and replac¬ 
ing washers on dripping taps.

EARLY Christians adapted many pagan 
customs and the egg, as a symbol of new 
life, came to represent the Resurrection. 
Some Christians regarded the egg as a 
symbol for the stone being rolled from the 
entrance of the cave where the body of 
Jesus was entombed after his death on 
the cross. 

The earliest Easter eggs were hen or duck 
decorated at home in bright colours 
with vegetable dye and charcoal.

Simnel moment 


IN TRUTH, the origins of the simnel cake and 
it’s association with Easter are lost in the mists 
of time. Several theories have been put forward. 
One is the cake’s name is derived from the 
Latin word “simila” meaning fine, and is a refer¬ 
ence to the white flour used in the mix. 

A more implausible suggestion is that the name 


came from a brother, Simon, and sister, Nell, 
wishing to make a cake for their mother. 

One wanted to bake a cake, the other to make 
a boiled cake. 

They both boiled and baked the cake and used 
the first three letters of their names to name the 
cake! 


The Simnel cake’s association with Easter is 
largely based on the cake being decorated with 
11 small balls of marzipan, to represent the 11 
apostles. 

Judas being the one to lose out. 

Regardless of the name, if you like fruit cake 
then you will like Simnel cake.

WITH Easter falling early this year there’s 
a good chance that you may encounter 
winter-like driving conditions. And if you are 
planning on driving a bit further than you 
normally would, after having endured months 
of weather which has alternated between 
wet and windy and freezing, now could be 
a good time to undertake some routine car 
maintenance in time for the Easter break. 

Get clean 

With all the muck and spray which has 
been thrown up on the roads over the last 
few months, your car could well do with a 
wash and a polish. Don’t ignore the interior 
either and get the inside Hoovered and the 
windows cleaned. 

Now that your windows are sparkling, check 
out the windscreen wiper. They have prob¬ 
ably been working overtime this winter, con¬ 
tending with torrential rain and surface water 
spray being thrown up. Look for signs of 
wear and tear and replace if necessary. And 
don’t forget the rear window wiper, either. 
Check the battery 

Chances are the bulk of your driving has 
been done in the dark, and no doubt you 
have had your headlights on when it has 


been raining heavily. Then there’s keeping 
warm, too. All in all your battery has taken 
a bit of a hammering so before you set 
off on any long journey, which could then 
result in the car standing idle for a few 
days after reaching your destination, get 
your battery checked. 

Radiators 

Anti-freeze is used to prevent your engine 
and radiators from freezing in the winter. 
You should regularly make sure that your 
vehicle’s anti-freeze levels are between 
the maximum and minimum. This will help 
avoid potential damage to the engine or ra¬ 
diators which will be much more expensive 
to fix than the couple of pounds it would 
cost to buy anti-freeze. 

However, bear in mind that most car 
manufacturers fill modern vehicles with 
longer lasting anti-freeze which should 
not be mixed with traditional solutions. If 
you are unsure about what fluid to put into 
your vehicle, it is recommended that you 
consult your local dealership or a qualified 
mechanic. 

Oil levels 

Oil levels are another thing which you 
should keep an eye on with weekly 
checks. Low oil levels can cause signifi¬ 
cant damage to your engine as oil is basi¬ 
cally the blood flow which passes through 
your car’s system. 

Oil levels can be checked with the use of 
a dipstick which has two marks indicating 
both a maximum and minimum level. Make 
sure that your oil levels are between these 
two points at all times. 

Tyre tread 

Your tyres are the only part of the car 
which are in contact with the road. The 
quality of tyres therefore has a big impact 
on the drivability of vehicles; something 
which becomes increasingly important as 
the condition of roads deteriorates. 


Although the minimum tread depth on tyres 
required by law is 1.6mm, the AA recom¬ 
mends that motorists have no less than 2mm 
and preferably 3mm for winter driving. The 
tread is what disperses lose water and snow 
from the roads so that you do not aquaplane. 
A deep tread of 3mm will therefore disperse 
much more water than one of 1.6mm and 
make it less likely that you will lose control of 


your vehicle. 

Tyre pressures 

Tyre pressures are also important. It is 
recommended that you check these at least 
once a week during the winter; ensuring that 
they reach the manufacturers recommended 
levels. You will be able to find these in your 
vehicle handbook or on a sticker on the 
inside of the driver’s door.

As a songwriter, guitarist and 
producer Nile Rodgers helped shape 
nearly 40 years (and still going) of 
music history, so when he says 
David Bowie changed the direction 
of his life it is a big statement. 

Whether or not you think you 
know Rodgers' many hits, rest as¬ 
sured you do. 

The 63-year-old has worked with 
more of music's biggest names than 
it is even possible to list, from Chic's 
Le Freak to Sugarhill Gang's 
Rapper's Delight, Madonna's Like a 
Virgin, Duran Duran's The Reflex, Get 
Lucky with Pharrell and Daft Punk, 
Sister Sledge's We Are Family and on 
and on and on. 

It was Rodgers that produced Brix- 
ton-born, Bromley-raised Bowie's 
biggest selling album Let's Dance. 

Rodgers considered Bowie a good 
friend and was 'heartbroken' when 
he heard about his death this year. 

He told us: "I knew he had health 
problems but I didn't know the ex¬ 
tent of it. David had become a New 
Yorker so he was really close by me. 

"Look at all the people that 
worked on his records, they were all 


my friends. A lot of them were 
people I introduced to him. 

"Tony Visconti (who worked with 
Bowie from 1969 right up to this 
year's final album, Blackstar) used 
to be my next door neighbour." 

Disco legend Rodgers said it was 
doubly shocking because he had 
recently come through a five year 
battle with cancer himself. 

Though he is careful to never give 
advice, he said his friends looked to 
him as a kind of'cancer guru'. 

"On some level, I do feel like I have 
been a comforting blanket to some 
of my friends in the music business 
suffering with cancer. 

"You always feel like 'man, maybe 
that one phone call...'. 

"I'm smart enough to know that 
him talking to me wouldn't have 
made any difference but there is a 
moment of guilt, especially with 
someone that you are so close to 
that they really changed your life. 

"My life was one way before I met 
Bowie and another way after. 

"That's huge. I have had mega suc¬ 
cess in my business since I was 19- 
years-old, so to have a life before 


Bowie and a life after Bowie - even 
though I had already done Diana 
Ross and would go on to do Madon¬ 
na, the B52s, Duran Duran and Peter 
Gabriel - still Bowie was that line. 

"That was the line that came from 
'disco sucks' to 'the guy who made 
David Bowie and INXS and Madon¬ 
na'. Now I had become a viable rock 
and roll producer." 

Rodgers has a history of working 
with British artists, so it seemed like 
a natural choice to bring his latest 
venture to these shores. 

Fold Festival started life at the 
Montreaux Jazz Festival in 2012 and 
this year transfers to London at 
Fulham Palace from June 24 to 26. 

Rodgers said: "It was a bit of an 
accidental brainchild. It started in 
Montreaux, Switzerland, when they 
wanted to honour me. 

"I hate being honoured. You hon¬ 
our people when it is the end of 
their careers. I said let me honour 
the music that got me to the point 
where you want to honour me. I did 
11 hours of continuous music." 

Among the performers at the 
inaugural Fold Festival were Mark 


Ronson, Felix da House Cat, Grace 
Jones, Alison Moyet, Johnny Marr 
and Chic. And in Rodgers' own 
words, they 'smoked it'. 

This year, Rodgers is bringing 
a cast which includes Beck again, 
Alison Moyet, Labrinth, John 
Newman and Angie Stone. 

Being in the middle of London, the 
show will not go on for 11 hours, but 
is instead spread over three nights. 

Rodgers said: "I know I am in a res¬ 
idential area. I want to try to bring 
something to the people that they 
think is cool but at a certain hour, it's 
like 'ok, most people don't want a 
rock festival going on'." 

He added: "I have noticed that in 
London some of my best shows 
have taken place right in the middle 
of town - at Hyde Park, I've been 
there at least four times and it has 
always been awesome. Huge 
crowds, they have a good time, and 
people get to go home and sleep in 
their nice warm beds."

The film follows the exploits of 
a loveable little bunny called 
Judy Hopps (Ginnifer Goodwin) 
who, as a young kit or kitten 
dreamed of joining the police 
force to fight crime and injustice 
in the city of Zootropolis.

Judy gets accepted into Police 
Training College and we are invit¬ 
ed to watch the statutory movie 
montage of the young cadet 
making it through training and 
all the way to being the first 
bunny to complete the course. 

It's not long before Judy is on 
her way to join the Zootropolis 
police force but the Police Chief 
Bogo (Idris Elba) puts her on 
traffic duty as a warden. Judy 
doesn't take being overlooked 
lightly and ends up in charge of a 
case involving 14 missing ani¬ 
mals but with only 48 hours to 
get a result. 

With no assistance she teams 
up with a slightly shifty but well- 
meaning Fox called Nick Wilde 
(Jason Bateman) who has been 
walking the line on the wrong 
side of the law all his life. The 
rest of the story is really 'Can this 
odd couple solve the mystery?' 

It has something for everybody. 
Kids will love the characters and 
there's enough adult in-jokes to 


keep grown-ups entertained. Not 
only is there a Godfather parody 
but Disney have somehow man¬ 
aged to shoehorn in a brilliant 
Breaking Bad reference including 
a couple of Ram's called Walter 
and Jessie.

AVOIDMSTAXES

4) Letting your heart rule your 
head: It will be your home for a 
long time but it will be an invest¬ 
ment for longer. We don't know 
what the future holds but we do 
know things change. Don't let your 
emotions take over when buying a 
home and don't pay over the odds 
for your dream home, it could be 
dead money. 

An expanding family or reloca¬ 
tion could mean you need to 
sell up in years to come. And if you 
do, you want to be confident in 
your initial decision. Know your 


potential resale value - check with 
your local council for planned 
transformation schemes that 
could add value to the area or 
indeed risk reducing the value. 

5) Relying too heavily on the 
internet: Never underestimate the 
power of face-to-face interaction.

offices for advice on valuations.
